He is playing for Belgian First Division club Cercle Brugge on loan from 
Duisburg. Previously, he played for Dinamo Zagreb in Yugoslavia. 

Before leaving for Europe, Krncevic, 24, scored 17 goals in 33 games for 
Australia and played for Melbourne Croatia and Marconi. 


Paul Blute, the star striker of National Cup 
gent ee Adelaide Croatia, also is headed for 

ydney Croatia. 

Already, Sydney Croatia boasts star recruits 
Zarko Odzakov from Preston-Makedonia and 
Jim Patikas from Sydney Hakoah, as well as 
player-coach Vedran Rozic, the former Yugos- 
lav international from Hajduk Split. 

In glamor appeal, no club in Australia comes 
close to Sydney Croatia — and Krncevic will be 
the greatest drawcard of them all, because he is 
playing the best soccer of his life. 

Krncevic was talking terms with Sydney 
Croatia president Tony Basic yesterday (Tues- 
day) Basic, asked whether Croatia could afford 
Krncevic, said: "‘We can afford anything for a 
top player. We have the crowd, so now we must 
give them quality ” 

Krncevic said by phone from Bruges: “Cercle 
has first option on me until April 15 and I’ve had 
offers from Leicester City, SC Brugge, and 
French clubs St. Etienne and Socheaux but fF feet 
I’ve done everything I wanted to do in Europe, 
and now I’m ready to come home. My wife, 
Margaret, also is Australian, so she’d like to 
come back too.’’ Eddie and Margaret have a 
seven-month-old son, Jesse. 

First, however, Krncevic will have to play out 
his contract, which expires in June. 

When Krncevic joined Cercle Brugge, the 
club was 16th on the Belgian First Division lad- 
der. In his first seven games, Krncevic scored 
four goals — all with headers — and set up an- 
other four, helping Cercle climb to eighth place. 
Cercle lost the first of those seven matches, but 
then won five and drew one. The club also has 
reached the semifinals of the Belgian Cup. 

Two weeks ago, he played in an all-star team 
chosen from among the best foreigners in Bel- 
gian, against the full Belgian national team, ina 
match to raise money for the Ethiopian famine 
appeal. The all-stars lost 1-4 and although 
Krncevic played only one half, the all-stars’ 
coach, Wilfried van Moer, singled him out for 
special praise. 

“Three years in Europe really have improved 
my game,’” Krncevic said. “My skill is at least 
180 percent better. Over the two years in Yu- 
goslavia, I put aside a hour before every train- 
ing session just to work on my skills. I can hold 
the ball at my feet much better now, I can shield 
it better and I’ve got much better vision. In 
Australia, the coaches either haven’t got the 
time, or they don’t know what to teach you.” 

About Croatia's offer, Krncevic said: ‘In my 
phone conversation with Tony Basic, I told him 
about the $40,000 transfer fee and I stressed that 
I wouldn’t come back unless I got paid at least 
the same as I’m getting here. It wouldn’t be 
worth my while otherwise. Basic said no wor- 
ries, he'd give me the same.”

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A new breed of young British strikers, 
headed by lan Rush and Mark Hughes, is ex- 
citing the fans — and capturing the interest 
of Europe’s top clubs. 


British centre forwards used to be built like heavy goods ve- 
hicles with just about as much mobility. As far as they were con- 
cerned, dribbling was for babies — but put the bail in the air and 
they could head it like a howitzer shell. 

Manchester United’s Hughes and Liverpool's Rush belong toa 
new Strain of lean, skilful strikers which also includes Gary Line- 
ker of Leicester City, Peter Davenport of Nottingham Forest and 
Chris Waddle of Newcastle United. 

Rush, Europe’s top scorer last year, whose name has been 
linked with a series of Italian clubs, is the most famous and 
deadly striker in the British game today. 

Liverpool never has lost a game in five seasons in which Rush 
has scored. 

He has scored 73 goals in 107 league games in the past three 
seasons and could be the only person capable of seating Jimmy 
Greaves’ record of 357 first-division goals. 

His skills are the opposite of the old-style strikers. He can score 
goals with either foot, is useful in the air, can initiate goals for his 
fellow players and is also not afraid of heavyweight tackling. 

Rush, 23, plays for Wales only because the ambulance 
carrying his pregnant mother headed for St. Asaph in Wales 
rather than Chester in England. His international colleague, 
Hughes, was also born close to the English border.

with will tell you the same story: the game Is 
boring, tedius and dull even at the highest 
level and they have no idea, no plausible ex- 
planation why they still go and watch it. 


But is it really dull — or just 
too fast? Is it, like Max 
Smart’s dog Flash, too fast for 
the human eye to follow? 

This, in case you haven’t 
noticed, is the Jet Age, the era 
of recketry and missiles which 
travel Moscow-New York in 15 
minutes and jaser beams 
which go at the speed of light 
because they ARE light. Speed 
is everything, speed is the re- 
vered god of our ape, every- 
body and everything must 
prove to be faster than yester- 
day. 

It’s no wonder that speed is 
the main characteristic of 
today’s soccer, too, as it is of 
many other sports. Once, in 
the romantic past, soccer used 
to be a game of wits, grace, 
charm and elegance, where 
physical attributes were only 
supportive virtues, not the 
decisive ones. 

But aj] this has changed and 
not just in soccer. Fencing was 

ce, until about the 1960s, a 

port of immense skill where 
the wrist-work controlled the 
weapon, where “‘stealing”’ 
yourself te within a hitting dis- 
tance was a subtle art. Deliv- 
ering a hit on the opponent’s 
cufis was often so delicate that 
even the jury missed it and it 
fell upon the gentiemanly op- 
ponent to raise his arm and 
concede it with a “touche.” 
Now the fencers merrily cut 
each other to tiny smithe- 
Teens: at the sign of “‘start’’ 
they rush towards each other, 
wildly gesticulating and 
brandishing their sabres or 
foils like headhunters. Fencing 
has become “‘fast’’ .. - 

And much the same can be 
said about waterpolo, hand- 
ball, tennis nd many other 
sports too where power, ag- 
gression and blind speed are 
the prized assets. 

So why not soccer, then? 
Why are we surprised . . . at 
least, why am I surprised . . - 
that today’s game is played at 
a hundred miles an hour? 

Why do we shudder when 
everybody lashes out towards 
the ball AND the opponent, 
where being caught in posses- 
sion is regarded as a mortal 
sin so that everybody is 
taught, from the age of five up, 
to get rid of the ball, quickty. 

Australian soccer never has 
been skilful; to put it less of- 
fensively, individual, dazzling 
skill, never has been the true 
hallmark of Australian play- 
ers. In my 35 years here I 
couldn’t name a dozen Austral- 
ian-born players with an ac- 
ceptable European skill: 
perhaps a John Warren, Ernie 
Campbell, John Perin and a 
few others like them are the 
honorable exceptions. 

True, we did have a brief 
period when a handful of 
teams, thanks to a small band 
of very skilful players from 
Austria, Hungary, Yugoslavia, 
Holland, Italy, Greece, Argen- 
tina and other places, per- 
formed spectacularly, as if 
they liked the game of soccer 
instead of today’s matadors 
for whom the match is an oc- 
casion for controlled violence. 

Is it, an actual fact. possible 


to play good soccer at that 
breakneck speed? And do our 
coaches and players want to 
play ‘‘good soccer”’ in the first 
place? 

There is little doubt that 
today’s Australian soccer, 
more than ever since about 
1950, is a poor imitation of the 
British rush-rush footbrawl. 
While Liverpool, Tottenham, 
Man United and perhaps an- 
other two or three teams have 
proved that it is, occasionally, 
possible to play thrilling and 
winning soccer at their daz- 
zling speed, ali the other thou- 
sands of British teams have 
failed at the experiment. 

And our NSL teams, even 
the best, afl look like third and 
fourth division teams from the 
UK darting up and down the 
field, 22 super-fit athletes zig- 
Zagging a pitch and, now and 
then, having a surprise meet- 
ing with the ball. 

The term ‘good soccer”’ is a 
controversial one; books have 
been written on that. It doesn’t 
mean the same thing in

Curitiba as in Coventry, 
Vienna or Valencia, Osasuna, 
Opatija or Osaka. Nobody is 
necessarily right or wrong — 
it’s just a matter of different 
tastes. 

Paradoxically, our teams 
are serving up the kind of 
soccer the big majority of our 
spectators hate. I would 
hazard a guess that at least 80 
percent — perhaps more — of 
our spectators are Continen- 
tals or Latin Americans. Yet 
our teams play British-Aus- 
tralian soccer. Why? Because 
the bulk of the players and 
coaches are of Anglo-Celtic 
stock. The welcome ex- 
ceptions are the sons of mi- 
grants who are coming into 
senior soccer at a rapid rate: 








Alfredo di Stefano picks up a loose pass around the 


half way line... 


He steps forward, draws two 
men, pirouettes and taps 
the ball back to Pachin. 
Pachin, feinting to return 
the pass, swerves to his 
Tight, shakes his man and 
gives a three-metre 
square ball to Zarraga 

The stocky left half (that’s 
what they called them in 
those days ) looks again for 
Di Stefano, now well mar- 
ked and positioned on the 
left touchline 

Zarraga finds him. Di Stef- 
ano moves’ toward the 
ball, pulling his defender 
with him and then, with 
the inside of his right foot 
and behind his left, sweeps 
the ball sweetly forward, 
parallel to the line, 
Straight to Puskas 

127,621 fans, mostly Scots, 
groan with almost embar- 
rassed pleasure. 

Puskas, feinting to receive, 
lets the ball roll on, sha- 
king his marker as Di Ste- 
fano darts forward on Pus- 
kas’ inside, taking anoth- 
er two Germans with him. 

Thanks to Di Stefano, a wide 
open space now gapes be- 
tween Puskas and Gento 
standing square 15 metres 
inside. Gento’s marker 
has gone, scrambling after 
Di Stefano whose decoy 
run has ‘neutralised two 
Germans. 

Puskas chips to Gente who 


receives it on his left foot, 
turns and moves forward. 
A man arrives from 
Gento’s behind to tackle 
as the tricky winger steps 
on the ball, pufis it back 


and once again he is in 
space, 

We are now three metres 
from the edge of the box 
as Di Stefano comes back 
to help. 

Di Stefano receives the ball, 
turns toward goal, feints 
to go left but pulls it to 
his right and three defen- 
enders between him and 
the goal take the dummy, 
one of them falling flat on 
his back. 

The ball is played in to 
Gento, now a couple of 
metres inside the box. 
Gento gives the hint of an 
error as he receives, re- 
covers quickly as he looks 
again for Di Stefano who: 
has darted further for- 
ward. 

As more defenders close in, 
not knowing which of this 
lethal trio to mark, Gento 
plays it back to Zarraga 
midway between box and 
half-way line 

By now De Stefano is near 
the penalty spot as Zar- 
raga plays the ball first 
time to Puskas, now un- 
marked, standing in the 
left-winger’s position 10 
metres from the byline 


VIRTUOSI OR ROBOTS? 


Attacking soccer 
has been a talking 
point among soccer 
followers for many 
years. 


The fact that goals are not 
as easy come by as jn the 
‘‘old"’ days cannot be disputed, 
but the reason for this is more 
complex than systems of play, 
team formations and tactics. 

The expression ‘‘attacking 
soccer’’ means different 
things to different people. 
Some prefer plenty of goal- 
mouth action and want the ball 
delivered to the opposition’s 
penalty area in the most direct 
manner, and enjoy the ensuing 
battle for possession within 
scoring distance. 

Others prefer a more met- 
hodical approach, with posses- 
sion the keyword, creating 
clear-cut chances through 
chess-like movements of the 
ball and players. At best, this 
approach is equally exciting. 
At worst, it can be an absolute 
bore! 

Regardless of definitions of 
“attack’’, the ultimate object- 
ive is of course the scoring of 
goals, but the number of goals 
scored in a season, will never

again reach the numbers 
achieved 20 or 30 years ago, re- 
gardless of systems or tactics. 
That's because players, partic- 
ularly defenders, are far more 
mobile and versatile today, 
and defences are much better 
organised 

What upsets supporters 
most, is when the improved 
athletic ability of players is 
employed primarily in pre- 
venting the opposition from 
playing. and organisation 
being taken to an extreme, 
with play becoming too met- 
hopdical and stereotyped 

Unfortunately, it is always 
easier to resort to negative 
tactics, and over the years, in- 
dividual skill and technique 
have suffered at the expense of 
running ability and organisa- 
tion, rather than being im- 
proved by it. 

Early introduction of 
systems of play at junior level 





at the expense of repetitive, in- 
dividual -skill practice, is 
perhaps the biggest mistake a 
coach can make 

As mentioned earlier, goals 
never will be scored at the' 
same rate as in the past, but 
improved technique would 
certainly compensate for this 
to a large degree. 

So I hail those coaches, who 
at senior level want to play 
more attacking soccer. Let me 
qualify this by adding that 
whether in attack or in defence 
and regardless of team forma- 
tions let us play with a more 
positive attitude. Cut out the 
unnecessary negative tactics 
as much as possible and allow 
players to use their imagina- 
tion and flair to the fullest. 

My advice to junior coaches 
is: Forget tactics and systems 
and concentrate on skill. What 
the game needs are virtuosi, 
not just robots who perform in 
a pre-determined way.

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bring out three imports a year 
but they still only are allowed 
a total of three visa players on 
their books. 

It’s plain that Australian 
soccer cannot produce enough 
local quality and must have a 
steady supply of imports. 
When soccer has first choice of 
the talented, skilful boys in 
schools rather than follow the 
rugbys and crickets, perhaps 
we can have a numerous 
clauses in our soccer immigra- 
tion policy, but not before that. 

If British imports such as 
Robertson, Ratcliffe, Watson, 
Murphy, O’Connor, Cant and 
others who, to put it mildly, 
were modest performers back 
home, can be the mainstays of 
the Socceroo team, it’s proof 
enough that the local product 
needs bolstering up. 

But quite apart from the 
Socceroos, do imagine how the 
standard of our NSL teams 
could be again improved if we 
had a sprinkling of quality 
South American, Yugoslav, 
Scottish, Hungarian and other 
players, as we did in the 1960s, 


Those of us who began to 
fear that our memory has been 
warped by nostalgia, received 
a pleasant boost the other day 
from an old boys’ game featur- 
ing the great Puskas. There, in 


But neither was a genius in 
the Puskas, Di Stefano, 
Gento, and here’s the 
point, Platini. Maradona 
or Zico sense 


Nor was the remainder of 
the Real team. 


Apart from Puskas, Di Stef- 
ano and Gento (who were 
the essential difference 
between them and other 
first class teams of the 
era), they were a fine col- 
lection of footballers, all 
equally accomplished in 
the technical require- 
ments of top flight Eu- 
ropean football. 


But nothing more Certainly 
not eleven heavenly creat- 
ures our yen for romance 
persuades us to remem- 
ber. 


But there WAS a difference 
between them and_ the- 
players of today. Not in 
the stuff of which they 
were made, but how they 
approached their game.

admire the still almost intact 
skills of players like Takacs, 
Zuckerman, Lang, Schauman, 
Pompor, Patrinos and others, 
all well over 40. Half of these 
would literally walk into the 
Socceroo team if they were a 
bit younger... 


Sadly, today’s trend towards 
“‘competitive’’ football is uni- 
versal; ball players are a van- 
ishing tribe almost every- 
where except in South Amer- 
ica. But I still would welcome 
any serious attempt by our 
more senior coaches to slow 
down their teams and encour- 
age them to play with the ball 
rather than just kicking it 
away, anywhere. 


Even a little, seemingly in- 
significant factor could help: 
let’s, like the Brazilians, use a 
softer ball and play on a slight- 
iy grassier pitch, not cut to 
rock hardness. 


Perhaps the time has come 
for coaches, trainers and other 
technical experts to get to- 
gether for a Seminar and 
examine, thoroughly, the 
direction in which Australian 
soccer is going. It is up to 
these people to try to improve 
the game. 


We have tried every possible 


beyond ali comprehension 
how Spanish football could 
gain such a reputation for 
roughness as it now has. 


When these players tackled 
for example, by and large 
their tackles would belie 
today’s definition of the 
word. 


They didn't tackle, they stole 
the ball, hooking it or 
flicking it away. Not be- 
cause they had some noble 
regard for the shins of 
their opponents. Nonsen- 
se. 


It’s just that, in the first 
place, they had the cour- 
age to try and, besides, it 
would mean less risk OI 
injury to themselves. 


But most importantly, be- 
cause to hook it or flick it, 
rather than bulldoze it 
with both feet airborne, 
meant a high chance of 
regaining possession. 


For surely the main aim ofa 
tackle is not to stop an op- 
ponent but to regain the 
ball. 


This is not to say the match 
proves there’s Jess skill} 
today. 


It’s just that football is 
played less skilfully. 
There's a big difference. 


The coaches who in between

“We realise that we need 
players but what everyone 
fails to give us credit for is

It has taken Lou Denys eight years to 
become an overnight sensation! 


Two successive man of the 
match performances and rave 
notices by opponents about the 
saves that Denys made have 
catapulted the goalkeeper into 
the national scene’s spotlight 
and he is now being spoken of 
as the most under-rated goal- 
keeper in Australia. 

Denys himself does not 
know what all the fuss is about 
— he feels he is doing little dif- 
ferent to what he has done for 
the past eight years and for 
him the first two league games 
in question, against Footscray 
and South Melbourne, are 
being looked upon no different 
from the 184 other league 
games that he has played since 
joining Green Gully in a trans- 
fer with a twist in 1977. 

















‘*] do feel good this year and 
I haven't lost any fitness but 
that is basically it. I have not 
been doing anything different 
but I suppose you do go 
through times when you have a 
high’’, Denys said last week. 
His attitude is typical of the 
way he looks at goalkeeping — 
regarded by many as an art 
and by others as prerequisite 
for madness.

He has played 156 
matches for Gully in the State 
League and 31 to date in the 
NSL. 

Barring injuries, he should 
reach that target in round 16 in 
the match against arch rival 
George Cross. His attitude 
towards reaching that mile- 
stone is similar to the way he 
has treated the recent media 
attention directed at him. 


“T’ve never taken too much 
notice of statistics — it’s nice 
to achieve these things but the 
way to look at that particular 
match is from a club and team 
point of view — hopefully 
everyone will go out on that 
day to make it a win. . . like 
any other week. 

‘Maybe when I reach my 
300th game it will mean more 
to me — I'll let you know.”’ 

Denys last week (Wednes- 
day, March 27) celebrated his 
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34th birthday but there are no 
thoughts of calling it a day yet. 

“I feel I'l) be around for a 
fair while yet. I have never felt 
fitter, and provided the mind 
is willing and as long as I keep 
on enjoying it, there is no 
reason why I should think 
abou retiring. 

“As long as the desire is 
there I enjoy the challenge. 

“7’m not looking any further 
forward than this year — we 
have a pretty good squad and if 
we start getting a few results, 
all the effort one puts in 
becomes worthwhile.” 

Considering the tone of opti- 
mism, how does Denys think 
that Green Gully will fare this 
season? 

“Look, it’s pretty hard to 
judge so early in the cam- 
paign. We held our own in the 
night series and [I suppose that 
is a good indication. 

“In the first league game 
against Hellas I felt Charlie 
Egan a bit too much rooin at 
times. 

“But with the midfield tight- 
ening up and once we sort out 
the sweeper position and get 
the pattern sorted out, we'll 
give it a great run. 

“Our forward line certainly 
has great potential and we’ve 
got a hell of a better team than 
last year.” 

Going back on the eight 
years that Denys has played 
for Green Gully, can he come 
up with the ideal all-star team 
of Green Gully players over 
that period? 

“It’s pretty hard to compare 
individuals playing in different 
periods but the team that won 
the Ampol Cup, beating Hei- 
delberg 5-0, perhaps stands out 
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in my miod as the best team I 
have played in. 

“It gave me the most enjoy- 
ment from a team point of 
view — there weren't! just one 
or two players that shone indi- 
vidually. The whole side’s 
spirit was tremendous. 

“You've got to remember 
that we were a State League 
side taking on a National 
League side taking on a 
National League giant and we 
thrashed them on com- 
mitment, skill, team effort — 
in every department, in fact. 

“That year (1983) we won 
the league as well so it was no 
mean achievement.” 

The side that beat Heidel- 
berg 5-6 on February 27, 1983 
was: Denys; Peter Lewis, 
Stuart Cannell, Steve Short, 
David Hogben; Peter Boyle 
(Kit Greechan), Willie Vassal- 
lo, David Smailman, Jimmy 
Williams; Paul Lewis, Bobby 
Toal. Coach: Len McKendry. 

When pressed a bit further 
to name his all-star side, 
Denys makes only two 
changes, bringing in John Gar- 
diner at sweeper and including 
Gus MacLeod as Paul Lewis’ 
partner in attack. 

Denys however, hastens to 
add that none of this year’s 
squad can be considered for 
that team as “‘it’s too early in 
the piece’’. 

Naming an all-star side 
from the players he has played 
against is a much more pleas- 
ant task for the goalkeeper. 

After being given the chance 
to think about, he comes up 
with four players he faced both 
in the State and National Lea- 
gue, six he met in last year’s 
NSL and one he had many 
battles against in State League 
but has now retired. 

That player is none other 
than Steve Kokoska, for many 
years the centreback at Sun- 
Shine and in the latter stages 
of his career at Melbourne 
Croatia before being forced to 
pack it in because of a severe 
knee injury before Croatia was 
promoted to the NSL. 

“There are plenty of good 
centrebacks like Steve Blair 
for that position, but Kokoska 
stood out as a tough defender 
always good in the air when he 
came up for corners and set 
pieces’’, Denys said.

Jeff Olver — and it is the way 
that the Heidelberg keeper 
goes about his job in a similar 
fashion to Denys that has im- 
pressed the Green Gully stal- 
wart. 


‘‘Consistency has been 
Olver’s hallmark. His form 
has never wavered and again 
he goes about doing his job 
without any spectacular back- 
flips. He is good in the air, 
good on the ground and gener- 
ally a very clean handler of the 
ball. 


“Maybe his no-fuss attitude 
has been the reason why it has 
taken so long for him to 
become recognised but I am 
glad he is being talked about so 
much lately — he deserves the 
recognition’, Denys said. 


In his All-Star defence, 
Denys selects Vince Bannon 
and Alan Davidson for the full- 
back spots. 


‘Bannon was a tough de- 
fender who liked to overlap 
and send plenty of balls into 
the area that caused problems. 
Davidson is in a similar mould 
of course with plenty of skill 
too.’’ 


The sweeper behind Ko- 
koska is John Gardiner, who 
apart from spending 1981 and 
82 at Gully, was on the oppo- 
sing side of the fence plenty of 
times with Melbourne Croatia. 


“You just couldn’t go past 
Gardiner for that position,” 
Denys said. 


In midfield, it’s a com- 
bination of hard working 
players with a fair dash of 
skill. 


“Carl Halford impressed 
me as a fighter and potential 
goalscorer. I’m wary of 
players like him who are 
always liable to have a strike 
at goal — he nearly scored 
against me when we last 
played Hellas.” 


“Josip Biskic is another 
midfielder 1 like, he impressed 
me in the State League and 
was again good last year- 


‘‘And on the other side, 
Zoran Llioski is another mid- 
fielder who stands out in my 
books.”’ 


Up front it is similarly the 
“‘beavers” that have caused 
Denys the most worries and 
his final selections go to 
Tommy Cumming, to partner 
Charlie Egan in the strikers’ 
position and Robbie Cullen to 
take the winger’s role. 


“Egan is a pest, one of the 
nippiest buggers around. 


“Cumming I have played 
against many times at State 
and NSL level and there is no 
doubt he is a class player. 


“Cullen’s form in the past 
couple of years has been bril- 
liant but he also gave us plenty 
of trouble in the days he was at 
Preston Makedonia and 
George Cross in the State Lea- 
gue.”” 

So there you have it — an 
All-Star side, good enough to 
take on allcomers. It is: Jeff 
Olver; Vince Bannon, John 
Gardiner, Steve Kokoska, Alan 
Davidson; Josip Biskic, Carl 
Halford, Zoran Ilioski; Robbie 
Cullen, Tommy Cumming, 
Charlie Egan. 


It may take a bit of running 
around to get them but maybe 
Gully should try the exercise 
when the time comes for the 
club to consider a testimonial 
for Denys. 


After all the hard work he 
has put in for the club, it may 
be Gully’s turn to return the 
compliment. And if that is not 
enough, maybe the big rap that 
he gives the club ought to do it. 


“Green Gully is one of the 
best clubs to be with, not only 
playing-wise but also from the 
managerial and coaching side 
of things. 

“It was raw in the first year 
in State League back in 1977 
but it has built strongly from 
there and looked after its 
players in the meantime. 

“I don’t know of a player, 
who has ever regretted being 
here.”

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Talking about Zico, Oscar Crino 
marvels at the great Brazilians’ abili- 
ty to score from outside the penalty 
area. “‘In today’s football you’ve got 
to be able to score from outside the 
box because defences are so tight — 
and that’s what the great players are 
good at,” said Crino, extending his 
praise to Michel Platini and Ossie 
Ardiles for the same reason. 


But the opposite seems to be true of Crino’s team, 
South Melbourne Hellas, the reigning Australian 
champion. It’s all Doug Brown and Charlie Egan 
there. Not many goals from outside the box. “‘Yeah, 
that’s true,” says Crino, ‘‘but most of the goals come 
through the midfield, and Egan or Brown just apply 
the finishing touch. Our strikers get more chances 
than we midfielders anyway, simple because we’re 
further away from the goal, but at Hellas we can all 
score.” 

Sure, they can score, and indeed, Crino, Alan Da- 
vidson and even defender John Yzendoorn got vital 
goals in the finals Jast year, but hard statistics sug- 
gest that without Egan and Brown, Hellas would 
struggle. In 1983, Egan and Brown scored 27 goals be- 
tween them, while all other players combined man- 
aged only 14 goals. Last season, Brown and Egan con- 
tributed 33 while all the others added 26, including 
finals. So far this year, before last Sunday, Egan had 
scored six and Brown one of Hellas’s seven-goal total! 

Yet in midfield, Hellas boasts two Socceroos — 
Crino and Murphy — plus Carl Halford; it had Alan 
Davidson before he joined Notts Forest late last year, 
and now it has star recruit Gary McDowell. If Boneik 
and Platini can score with gay abandon from. mid- 
field, why don’t our best midfielders do likewise? 

Crino hazards a guess: ‘In Europe the defenders 
know all the forwards’ tricks, and they’re capable of 
closing it up, so the goals have to come from behind 
most of the time. 

“Defences are weaker here. At Hellas we exploit 
the opposition’s weaknesses at the back, enabling our 
strikers to get the goals, but I repeat that at Hellas, 
we can all score.” 

Perhaps Crino is right about the quality of our 
defences. Last season, only six NSL clubs had to rely 
on getting the bulk of their goals from deep positions 
— Adelaide City Juventus, APIA, Brisbane City, 
Melita Eagles, Newcastle-Rosebud and Makedonia. 
The strikers of the other 18 clubs beat opposing 
defences often enough to justify their positions. 

Bot at Hellas, what would happen if Egan and 
Brown were to miss five or six games? “I don’t 
know,” Crino begins hesitantly . . . ‘We've got young- 
sters who could perhaps play there.”” Who? “Peter 
Vardaxis, who was left back in the youth team last 
year is apparently being tried up front. Ken Murphy 
can play there. Even Gary McDowell could be OK 
there, but I hope the need won’t arise.”’ 

Crino is over his injury; the players have, he says, 
pulled out of their early-season slump; McDowell is 
settling nicely into Davidson’s right-midfield position 
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championship again unless we have a terrible lot of 
injuries or a big slump in form,” Crino said. 

And where will the competition come from? ‘‘Ma- 
kedonia,’” he answers, “‘and Sydney Olympic and 
Sydney City because they always go in and fight for 
everything. Heidelberg, too, if they can carry on their 
good form of last year. George Christopoulos will help 
them a lot.” 

Apart from aiming for a second successive 
championship, Crino also looks forward to a busy 
international season. Ironically, the international 
commitments of Crino, Murphy and probably Egan, is 
likely to minimise Hellas’s chances of winning the 
championship, although Crino won’t say so. There will 
be much strain on the players, the risk of injury is 
high, fatigue will take its toll — but all that will 
hamper not only Hellas but every club that provides 
more than one player to the national squad, 

Crino was the big ‘“‘find’? of the Socceroos’ 1984 
world tour, on which they won three games, drew one 
and lost eight. He had, of course, played in the 198] 
World Youth Championship finals — quite brilliantly, 
we might add. However, Socceroo coach Frank Arok 
was not convinced Crino had the required qualities. 
He had no argument with Crino’s remarkable skill and 
vision, but he was searching also for that mean streak 
which he values in his players — the flaring nostrils, 
stomping hooves. The eye of the tiger. 

From ail reports, the tiger in Crino roared in Eu- 
rope, and Arok was well pleased. 

Was Arok right in his apprehension? ‘Maybe he 
hadn’t seen me much, or he saw me at a bad time,”’ he 
ventures. “If a coach sees you constantly, he might 
change his impression of you. But I can take criti- 
cism, and I take that criticism the same way as I take 
compliments. I just go ahead and concentrate on my 
game. I just keep trying to better myself. The great- 
est coach in the world can come and make a comment 
about me, but I'll just keep working along as I always 
have, trying to be as good as I possibly can, on the 
field and at training.” 

What’s it all mean? Does he feel he has convinced 
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Arok or not? Is his place in the national team now 
secure? Has he established himself? 

“Not really, I’ve forgotten about the tour already. I 
do not live in the past. Whenever you are called into 
the squad, you have to treat it very seriously and do 
your best and just hope you stay there.” ; 

Can he get the time off? As we announced in last 
week's issue, Arok has mapped out a 16-week schedule 
of training and matches for his Socceroos. ‘‘When the 
tour was on last year, I was told by my employers the 
best thing to do was to resign, and reapply when I got 
back. I didn’t go back though, and now I have a new 
job as a storeman in a safety equipment warehouse. 
I’ll just have to see how it goes. Luckily, I’m not mar- 
ried. If you have a wife and kids, your job is more 
important, but even without a job, I still would be get- 
ting money from soccer and I wouldn’t be creating 
hardship for anyone.”’ 

Everything the Socceroos do this year will have the 
World Cup as its goal. If Australia wins the Oceania 
qualifying tournament, it will meet Scotland, Spain or 
Wales — which came into contention last week — For 
the right to enter the finals in Mexico next year. 
Spain, according to Crino, would be the most difficult 
opponent. “They are very good players, and they get 
tremendous support over there — more than 1000,000, 
probably — which means that it would be very hard to 
get a result over there,”’ he says. 

Most of the Socceroos benefited from their 1984 
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~ world tour be ause they experienced various different

Crino is unmoved. He’s used to being hit hard of late 
— and he’s learned how to hit back. **My nature is that 
I try to play football. But I get physical if people hit 
me, or try to hit me intentionally,” he says. “‘But as 
for hard play — it’s something you live with. People 
|play hard against Hellas all the time, because we’re 
| the champions.”’ 
| It’s taken Crino almost three months to get into 
gear. During his holidays, he fell and hit a rock at 
’ Frankston beach. He had stitches to a cut to the shin, | 
but infection set in and the injury immobilised him for 

a month. 

“TY missed out on our pre-season training and be- 
cause I had to keep my right leg up all the time, to, 
protect the stitches, I lost a lot of muscle. That meant 
I Jost stamina and co-ordination. When I recovered, I 
had to catch up on the pre-season training — which is 
two sets of ten by 100 metre sprints every session. I | 
did that over two or three weeks, and I also built up 
the muscle with squats, weights and uphill running 
over a 5 km course near my home in Springvale. I felt 
myself coming good against Makedonia two weeks 
ago. I felt stronger, and I didn’t have the stifiness in | 
the leg after the game. When you’ve been out for so 
long, you lose touch, and only good hard matches can 
give it back to you.” 

Crino, the master of the overhead kick, won the 
Australian best under 21 player award in 1983 and still 
is only 22, He was born in Argentina, and joined Foot- 
scray J.U.S.T. as an 1l-year-old after coming to 
Australia. He was there until he was 15, moved on to 
Juventus where he played his first senior matches, 
and then to the Australian Institute of Sport team. 
Next stop was Tung Sing in Hong Kong from where 
the then Hellas coach Rale Rasic bought him in 1983. 
Rasic also recruited Ken Murphy from Melbourne 
Croatia, Doug Brown from Makedonia, John Yzen- 
doorn from Heidelberg-Alexander and Bobby Russell 
from Adelaide City Juventus. 

Crino had represented Victoria from under 14 to 
youth levels and played alongside Vlatko Belic, Steve 
Biair, Paul Drinoczky and Charlie Yankos in the Vic- 
torian youth team that won the national 
championship. ; 

His older brother Carlos Berbia, 28, also plays soc- 
cer. He was with Juventus in the State League and 
now plays for the young Richmond-Alemannia team 
that includes promising young players Tattos, Dele- * 
ngos, and Gourlias brothers, Crino’s younger brother, 
Walter, 17, is a promising tennis player. 

On the world tour, Crino had a few problems with 
his feet, There were suggestions that he actually has 
flat feet — a suggestion he denies with a laugh. ‘‘I am 
very happy with my feet,’ he says. But didn’t mass- 
eur Charlie Jurisic give him arch supports to wear in 
his boots? “Charlie might have suggested it,”’ Crino 
says, ‘“‘But the problem was that we had too many 
games and a lot of us complained about sore feet. 
That’s all.”” 

Crino says Alan Davidson’s departure to England 
hit the Hellas team hard. “I’m glad he’s gone on to 
better things though, and I wish him well,” he says. 
‘Hellas bought Gary McDowell from J.U.S.T. to fill 
in at right midfield and he’s a very good player — very 
powerful — although he hasn’t played in that position 
much.”’ 

Finally, words of praise from Crino for Hellas’s 
youngest player, Angie Postecoglou. “‘He’s come 
along really well — much quicker than anyone would 
have thought. He’s well established in the team now, 
and he’ll be there for many years. “He’s quick, he’s 
got a good left peg, he reads the game and he’s hard to 
get past. He concentrates well, he’s reliable and he 
gets on with the job.”
